ESUS always spoke in simple words, words of 

action, words of power. We do not need a 

dictionary to determine what Jesus means 

when He says, “Go,” “watch,” “arise,” “do,” 
“be,” “let.” 

When two of John the Baptist’s disciples asked 
Jesus “Where abideth thou?” His answer was 
short, direct, compelling. “Come, and ye shall 
see. 

Truly the Master resolved a fundamental prin- 
ciple of successful living into these simple words, 
“Come, and ye shall see.” 

“Come,” take a step toward Christ. Then new 
vision and new understanding will follow. 

Have you ever been faced with a task that 
seemed too difficult for you, something that you 
had never done before, such as taking leadership 
in an organization, or adjusting yourself to a new 
environment, or carrying on after the passing of 
a loved one? 

With your human vision you tried to peer into 
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the future. You tried to outline mentally the steps 
you should take. But after each period of such 
mental forecasting you probably found yourself 
more confused. So much seemed to depend on un- 
predictable events that it appeared hopeless to 
plan at all. 

At this point in a situation we make one of 
two decisions: either we do nothing at all and 
permit the experience to overwhelm us, or we turn 
in faith to Christ within and ask for light and 
guidance. 

As we come to Christ we see the circumstances 
of our lives from a different perspective; we have 
a new and clearer understanding of what needs 
to be done by us. And we are inspired to con- 
structive action. Finally we stand on top of our 
so-called problem and marvel at the ease with 
which God, working through our understanding, 
has brought forth His plan of good. 

Looking back, we see that our eventual success 
was assured when we took our first step toward 
the Christ, when we acted on the faith we then 
possessed—even though this faith was only of 
“mustard seed” proportions. 

When John and Andrew accepted Jesus’ invi- 
tation “Come, and ye shall see” they did not wait 
for circumstances to push them. They moved of 
their own choosing in the direction of the Christ. 
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We, too, must make our decision to move in the 
direction of the Christ. We may apprehend “the 
light which lighteth every man” only faintly with 
our present understanding. But as we keep our 
faces set in His direction, the light becomes § } 
brighter and the way is made clear. | 
You may have heard many sermons on faith, 
but any experience in which you actually use the 
spiritual understanding you have to work out a 
challenge successfully increases your faith more 
than any sermon, poem, or book can possibly do. 
Come and see. Put into action the Truth you 
know, and then let the light shine through you 
to guide, to inspire, to heal, and to prosper you. 
Is harmony your need? Is adjustment to certain 
persons or situations in your life your need? Then 
love, forgiveness, understanding are the God qual- 
ities that need to be quickened in you. Put into 
action the love that you feel now. Take some 
special thought of your friends. Write the letter 
of gratitude to one who has helped you. Speak 
a word of praise or cheer. “God is love,” and you 
are one with God. Express His love and feel it 
flow through you to harmonize and to adjust your 
life and affairs. 
Is healing your need? Then life is the God 
idea you need to quicken in yourself. Do not sit 
and bemoan your condition, dwelling on all the 
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things you cannot do. Come—put into action the 
life that you are able to express now. Are you able 
only to walk across the room or to lift one finger? 
Then take the walk, lift the finger, and see how 
your use of the God idea of life brings greater 
understanding of this idea and, consequently, 
greater demonstration of it. 

Is prosperity your need? Come. Use what you 
have with a thankful heart. Is there only enough 
to pay the electricity bill? Then pay this bill, with 
your silent blessing as an added bonus. See how 
your right attitude toward the money you now 
have opens your mind and heart to the unending 
flow of infinite supply. 

Is guidance your need? Come—center your- 
self in God through a sincere prayer realization 
of His omnipresence and wisdom. Then act in 
confidence and faith. See how the light of Spirit 
dissolves the seemingly insurmountable obstacles 
and directs you unerringly along the path to suc- 
cess and accomplishment.
